In the Claims 

Please amend the claims as follows. 

1 7. (Amended) A pressure sensitive adhesive composition according to Claim 1 5 , 
wherein the tackifying resin is selected from the group consisting of rosin, rosin-derivatives, 
polyterpenes, polyterpene derivatives, petroleum resin and hydrogenated cyclic resin, said 
tackifying agent having a ring and ball softening temperature of between 25° and 180°C. 



20. (Amended) A pressure sensitive adhesive layer according to Claim 1 8, wherein 
the tackifying resin is selected from the group consisting of rosin, rosin-derivatives, polyterpenes, 
polyterpene derivatives, petroleum resin and hydrogenated cyclic resin, said tackifying agent 
having a ring and ball softening temperature of between 25° and 180°C. 



23. (Amended) A pressure sensitive adhesive layer according to claim 22, prepared 
by a process comprising applying to the substrate molten non-reactive pressure sensitive hot melt 
adhesive composition. 
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
